Speaks On Reapportionment Problem 


(Editor's Note) The Herald asked Belle Glade's State 
Representative Emmett S. Roberts to discuss the important 


qre-apportionment amendment 


on which voters will decide 


this November. This is one of a two-part article explaining 
what the amendment will do. 


© By Emmet S. Roberts 

Probably one of the most dif- 
ficult issues facing the voters 
Nov. 3 is the question of the 
re-apportionment. Much pro and 
con has been said or written in 
recent weeks on this subject, 

wever, the feeling exists that 
The public is still confused as 
to the right or wrong of this 
@oposal. 

‘Unfortunately, the issue has 
been injected into the political 
races of potential candidates 
who, for the most part, have 
not been a member of the State 
Legislature, and thereby: do not 
fully comprehend the problems 
volved. 

Not generally understood is 
that the Legislature which has 
@alimited constitutional - pro- 
visions were adopted many 
years ago, This means that it 
is impessible to come up with 
an answer based on mathema- 
ties alone, because the constitu- 
tion guarantees that each coun- 
ty will have a representative 

d that no county will be di- 
vided in order. to provide more 
than one senator, 

One can quickly see that in 
a county such as Dade, with a 
million people, can have only 
one senator. It is then impos- 
sible to equally divide the state

population due to its settling in 
certain areas and being sparse- 
ly scattered in others. 

In effect, thé state of Flor- 
ida has had no major re-appor- 
tionment since 1925 as there 
were only token changes in 
1935 and 1945. Many problems 
face a legislature in this situa- 
tion as no formula exists where 
senate seats particularly can be 
distributed equitably. Common 
traditions, occupations, political 
affiliations among some of the 
smaller counties make them re- 
sist being placed in new dist- 
ricts with- eontrasting interests. 

A question one rhay well ask 
is how increased  representa- 
tion is to be gained if this pro- 
posal is defeated. Briefly, the 
ammendment does this: 

1. Membership of the Senate 
is increased from 38 to 44 seats, 
a gain of six. This gives in- 
dividual senators to Brevard, 
Monroe, Sarasota and creates 
a two-county district of High- 
land and Glades in south Flor- 
ida. It gives Bay and Santa Rosa 
senators in north Florida and 
re-aligns some other distric 

2. In the House,'eight new 
members are added, all going to 
the new membership of the Leg- 
the larger counties. If passed,

20-Mile Bend.

mi-Dade County Chamber of 
Commerce, told The Herald that 
seepages from sanals and gen- 
eral ground water conditions 
in Dade County had” prompted 
the creation of the water re- 
sources conservation division 
of that body. : 

Most of the visitors were 
members of that committee who 
made the trip to gain an un- 
derstanding of the FCD works 
in the Glades which Keys said 
were responsible for” Dade 
County's predicament. 

According to William Storch, 
Director of the Engineering Di- 
vision of FCD, the tour cover- 
ed an area from Tamiami Air- 
port west to U. S. 27 then north 
to Belle Glade and Pumping 
Station S-2. From here the 31 
touring members of the party 
stopped at Pumping Station 5 
at 20-Mile Bend then returned 


to Dade County via. the turn- 
pike. 

Keys explained that the civic 
groups and chamber of com- 
merce sought to see the actual 
facilities iri the Glades and learn 
how they were related to pro- 
blems in Dade County.

River Canat 
utimately reaches Dade Coun- 
ty where, according to Kı 
seepages prevent certain lands 
from being developed; his or;
